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up in Battle array, ready to charge the 
Enemy , an agrecable gale ariſing, 
brought a great quantity of Lillies, 
Roſes. Violets , Flower-de-Luces , 
Daffadils and ſeveral other ſorts of 
Flowers, from the Neighboring Fields 
and Gardens; which falling upon the 
Shields and Head - pieces of the Roman 
Souldiers, they believ*'d it a certain 
preſage of their good Fortune; and 
even a kind of crowning them Con- 
querors before-hand. 

At the Battle of Lepanto, Roſes 
were there ſold in the publick Piazza, 
in the Month of October, as red and 
freth as they ate in Jun: From whence 
all aſſur'd themſelves of a ſignal vi- 
Rory, that the Chriſtians ſhou'd ob- 
tain againſt the Turk's. This Lilly 
therefore Saint Joſeph bears, betokens 
thoſe extraordinary qualities and pri- 
viledzes, wherewith he is inrich'd; 
and therefore the Painter who firſt 
put it into his Hand, was, as I ſayd; 
without doubt inſpir'd from Heaven 
to do (o, ſince this Branch af Lillies, 
Glently hint's at whatſoever can be 
ſaid of him; and even manifeſts all 
thoſe wonders, that lie hid in this

there are no leſs charming Lillies ir 
the Garden of Heaven: t Among 
Heavenly Floxers neither Roſes u 
F illes, 2 he, are wenting : That ar 
no leſs charming to their beholders. 
Now let us fee how beautiful and 
ſweet a Lilly Saint Joſeph is; for fince 
the heavenly Spouſe 1$ highly pleas'd 
with a feaſt of Lillics ; therefare Saint 
Joſeph had the honor to be invited to 
it „next afrer the Bridegroom him- 
ſelf. „ My beloved is mine, lays the 
Spoufe, and I am bis, who feeds a- 
mopgſ Lillies. Behold then Jeſus, Mary 
an Joſe b, three glorious Lillies in- 
ceed, that aſſiſt at this Banquet of 
Lillies. The honor and beauty both 
of Heaven and Earth, and the moſt 
amiable of all Created Objects. Bur 
defore we Contemplare Saint Joſeph, 
let us take a view of the Lillics Per- 
fections. * is an Emblem of him.

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The Lilly alſo is an Emblem of pure 
Love, and ſprings from a Heart, the 
ſource of Love, Which it's Root re- 
ſembles ; and in this it reſembles alſo 
our Saint Joſeph : Who, next to Jeſus 
and Mary exc2cds all Creatures both 
in active and paſſive Love; his Heart 
was moſt inflam'd, by being reple- 
niſh'd with the Love of God towards 
him, which mov'd his Divine Majeſty 
eo raiſe him to the higheſt Dignity on 
Earth, next to Jeſus and Mary. And 
Saint Joſeph reycrberates and caſts 
back theſe Flames towards God, by a 
faithful correſpondence, and fidelity 
in thoſe high functions, to which he 
had choſen him ; which render'd-him 
moſt amiable both to Heaven and 
Earth, as I iball hereafter prove more 
at large, $o that we (ce how the Lilly 
is a lively Emblem of our Saint, and 
that this Lilly he holds inhis Hand in- 
timates ſomething that is great, and 
what is beyond our power to expreſs, 
The vory number alſo of the Lillies 
leaves, betokens thoſe fax wonderful 
rivitedges , Which the extraordinary 
ove of God, mov'd him to beſtow 
upon our Lilly Saint Joſeph. 
Margaret Queen of Navar took for 
her Device, a crown'sd Lilly, at which 
to rich Pendants of Jewels were:

The Li)ly is his Enfign, 
and is not voy the wonder of Nature, 
but of Grace alſo; upon which, nung 
thoſe two rich Jewels, Jeſus and Mary, 
whom he led in each Hand, bearin 
the Title of Father to the one, an 
of Husband to the other; he therefore 
juſtly deſerves to be Crown's, ſince in 
the Love of God he bears away the Pri- 
ſe from all; both in the Church Mi- 
litant and Triumphant : So that none 
muſt date to diſpute the right of Coro- 
nation with him, he having thoſe high 
Prerogatives beftow'd upon him, from 
which all others, except Jeſus and 
Mary, his beloved, Son and Spouſe 
are excluded, The part and portion 
alſo he has of Divine Love in this 
Triumph, js very remarkable, and 
ves him a place in that title, Which 
is great Progenitor Devid gave to 
the 44.

will be ſpfpcient only to open and 
diſplay theſe fix Leaves, to ſet you ſee 
the wonderful novelties they contain, 
and thereby both raiſe your Imagina- 
tion of — ne rhe Perfecions, and 
charm your Affection to ſuch a height. 
With Love and Devotion to him, as 
he truly deſerves, Novelties, as we 
find by expetience, contain a certain 
luſtre witkin thefnſelves, that cauſes 
admiratipn, and therefore they need 
hot barrow words or diſcourſes to ſer 
themſelves out. A Beauty inrich'd by 
Nature, xs you Know, needs neither 
Paint nor Patch; a Diamond of go= 
price wants no foile to ſet it off. A 
Cabinet alſo fill'd with rich and ſpark- 
— jewels, declares it's own value, 
therefore needs no other com- 


* mendation, than to ſet it open 3 con-

The firſt Leaf or Prerogative I lay 
open, cannot but cauſe a ſtrange ad- 
miration ; for is it nat wonderful that 
a Son ſhou'd chooſe his own Father ? 
*Tis a wonder never befgre heard of 
in the world, ſince it's firſt begin- 
ning. Read the Ramen Annals, turn 
over all the Hiſtaries of the Univerſe 
yau'll find nothing like to this , and 
were this a practice that cou'd be 
brought into the World, what 3 
change wag'd it make in it? Poor, Des 
form'd, Imperfect and Vicious Men, 
wou'd never be choſen for Fathers : 
None but ſuch as were Rich, Prudent, 
Vertugus and every w Accompliſt'd, 
wou'd be made choice of; from 
whence we may conclude, that a 
Perſon who is choſen by one that 
is very Prudent z muſt needs be very 
Good, Beautiful, and moſt - Accome« 
pliſt'd in all kind of PerfeRions, 

Now to apply this to our Lilly, te 
eur Glorious Saint Joſeph. You know

little honar to theLilly; fince it mak's 
it a ſimilitude, whereby to declare che 
Majeſty of this Divine Myſtery, Not 
is it any leſs honor to our Lilly, 
Saint Joſeph, to reſemble the three 

ivine Perſpns, , Father, Son and 
Holy Ghoſt, which he do's after ſuch 
à manner as might raiſe a jealoſie 
even in the Angels; to ſee that God 
has beſtow'd upon Man, ſuch a te- 
ſemblance of that Myſtery, which in 
it ſelf is the moſt wonderful of all 


Myiterics ; did they not Adore, with

tion, his Divine Will and Plea» 
ſure in all things. For as the Eter» 
nal Father, is the Father of the Un- 
created word, ſo Saint Joſepb is the 
teputed Father of the word Created ; 
And as God the Son is the Redeemer 
of Mankind ; fo Saint Joſeph is his 
Coadjutor in this great work i 
fance he implay's all his cares , al 
the labours of his Hands, and all the 
ſwear of his Brows, to gain where- 
withal to nouricth and maintain our 
moſt Merciful Redeemer. Laſtly as 
the Holy Ghoſt is the Spouſe of 
the Mother of God, ſo Saint 
Joſeph is alſo her Spouſe, What 
therefore can be a greater Subject 
of jealoſie to the Angels than this? 
But they know him to be a favorit 
of God, and therefore rejoyce as 
much in the honor God beſtow's upon 
bim, as in their eon; and honor 
hum as a Prince of their Grand- ma- 
ers Court, and as one he will have 
thus honor'd.
